The chief difficulty with tariff 


making In congress has been 
poli- 


tics and the tariff commission con- 
sisting of men with pronounced po- 
litical views has also been criticized 
for the same thing. What Mr. Hoo- 
ver hopes o accomplish is to select 
such outstanding men as are now 
members of the 
Interstate Com- 


merce commission so that decisions 
nay be rendered on the basis of dif- 
'erences in cost of production and 
ither essential facts rather than up- 
m the political effects or desires of 
ndividual interest.

Madison —UP)— Establishment of 


a standard uniform method of meas- 
uring the mesh of commercial fishing 
nets has been asked of the United 
States Bureau of Standards by Dr. 
John Van Oosten of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, the conservation commis- 
sion said today. 


Dr. Oosten is conducting a fisheij 


investigation in Lake Michigan, the 
prime purpose of which is to deter- 
mine which type of net is most in- 
jurious to immature lake trout. The 
investigation is a cooperative under- 
taking by the Bureau of Fibhenes, 
the conservation department of Wis- 
consin and Michigan and a giqup of 
fish net and tw me companies. 


Enforcement of the 
commercial 


fishing laws of the Great Lakes will 
be greatly simplified by the estab- 
lishment of a standard system ot 
measuimg mesh, in the opmioh of 
the conservation commission. A dif- 
ference of 1-16 of an inch in the size 
of mesh in gillnet might mean a dif- 
ference of several hundred pounds 
m the total catch of fish. 


"The question of the size mesh 


which destroys the greatest number 
of immature lake trout is a hotly dis- 
puted one upon which neither the 
vanous states nor the fishermen can 
t,eem to agiee," said Dr. Oosten pre- 
liminary to starting his woik. "The 
Uvv piovides a two and three quarter 
inch mesh for chubs in Michigan, a 
two and five-eighths inch mesh in 
Wisconsin and a two and one-half 
inch mesh in Illinois and Indiana.

alent to injecting the government into 
banking operations, which he held to 
»be contrary to the spirit of the banking 
laws and of our institutions. The secre- 
tary of the treasury believes the banks 
should have the same freedom in se- 
lecting securities of this character as 
in the purchase for their reserves of 
industrial, railroad or other bonds. In 
this position he is, it seems to us, un- 
assailable. The .government's relation 
to banking, and of course here we are 
speaking of national banks, is to sec 
that they obey the laws under which 
they operate. It undertakes no interfer- 
ence in their management or policies 
so long as they are within the law, 
which is as it should be. 


The real explanation of the house 


resolution is that it emanates from 
sources habitually opposed to Ameri- 
can cooperation in Europe. It has gone 
so far as to assert that our participa- 
tion in the 
new international loan 


in a strictly private capacity will 
result in intermingling reparations 
payments with war debts, and that 
it injects us into the settlement be- 
tween Germany and her creditors. It 
is quite true that it does so far as our 
bankers and investors are concerned, 
but in no sense does it touch our po- 
litical relations with Europe or involve 
the government in enforcement of Ger- 
man obligations. Again our one hun- 
dred percenters in congress are work- 
ing over time. The United States, as 
Mr. Mellon points out, is not a party to 
the Young plan and cannot be respon- 
sible for the collection and distribution 
of reparation payments. Purchase by 
an American citizen or American bank 
of reparation bonds cannot alter in any 
way this situation or our policy. The 
politicians in congress ought to keep 
their nerves in better control. 


NEW MENACE TO PEACE 


Sir Henry Worth Thornton, chair- 


man of the board of Canadian National 
Railways, Avho addressed the Interna- 
tional Rotary convention at Chicago, 
laid down the proposition that modern 
industry highly organized and seeking 
continually enlarged world markets, is 
the real menace to world peace. Few 
will dispute the correctness of this as- 
sertion. We are passing out of the era 
in which Avars arose from purely po- 
litical controversies, militarism and 
conquest. The world is not going to 
tolerate much longer appeals to arms 
from such causes and motives. 


Economic rivalry is another matter. 


There is going to be the keenest com- 
petition for world 
markets by 
the 


highly efficient and progressive indus- 
trial nations. The apparent necessity 
of constant expansion and increase of 
production to sustain prosperity pre- 
sents a grave international problem. 
We have reached the point in the Unit- 
ed States where our industrial develop- 
ment and commercial growth 
are 


largely dependent on an adequate out- 
let for our surplus production. Other 
nations where the consuming power of 
their own people is much less and 
whose national prosperity depends to 
an even greater degree on export trade, 
face the problem in a more acute de- 
gree. 


It is this present and prospective riv- 


alry for foreign markets which, in the 
opinion of Sir Henry Thornton, is the 
potential danger in the future. To the 
extent that 
results are determined 


purely by enterprise and efficiency ill- 
will and discord will be minimized. To 
the extent that attempts are made to 
control them by artificial barriers like 
tariffs, preferential treatment and oth- 
er devices, the dangers of misunder- 
standing, enmity and prejudice in- 
crease. No nation can work out its des- 
tiny without consideration of the inter- 
ests and rights of other nations. It can- 
not expect to monopolize trade by un- 
fair practices nor to sell without pur- 
chasing. International trade is an in- 
ternational problem, the political as- 
pects of which must be handled with 
the greatest delicacy and with justice. 
We are in a world Avhere AVC must let 
live as Avell as live, and it is becoming 
increasingly evident every day that a 
policy of isolation, either commercial 
or political, is impossible, 
irrational 


and perilous.

action depending on the size and po- 
tency or virulence of th© ctose of 
infection. If the infected individual 
develops typhoid fever, tuberculosis 
or diphtheria it is because the num- 
ber of germs or their virulence was 
sufficient to overwhelm the indivi- 
dual's immunizing forces. There is 
no doubt that when such infections 
occur with a small number of germs 
or with germs of feeble potency or 
attenuated or weakened disease-pro- 
ducing power, the immunity reaction 
takes place although the individual's 
physiological equilibrium is slightly 
or not at all upset and he is not ill 
enotfgh to bother. Thus many of us 
acquire 
immunity withoat 
being 


aware of it. Thus, too, many of us 
submit to vaccination, or some other 
artificial process, in order to gain 
the desired immunity without actu- 
ally having the disease in the active 
form. 


I have more than once felt a kind 


of intuition that I was infected with 
typhoid, but thanks to the small dose 
or the feeble virulence of the germs, 
I did not develop the fever—just 
felt kinda mean and sorry for my- 
self for a few days. Haven't you 
ever imagined something like that, 
reader? It is not such a wild notion, 
after all. It undoubtedly happens. 
Perhaps it is not so common in the 
case of typhoid, but we know it is 
very common in the case of tuber- 
culosis. 


The trouble with these casual Im- 


munity reactions is that they are 
comparatively slight, in many cases. 
The immunity one accidentally ac- 
quires in this way may help some 
but is not necessarily sufficient to 
prevent subsequent reinoculation if 
one happens to be exposed to a large 
or virulent infection. This indeed is 
precisely what 
happens in 
many 


cases of chronic pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. The patient sustains one or 
more mild infections in infancy or 
early child-hood, and these immunity 
reactions arc so feeble that they fail 
to destroy the tubercle bacilli entire- 
ly; a few tubercle bacilli remain 
somewhere in the body, viable, that 
is, living, tho dormant, too feeble to 
do more than just survive. Repeated 
infections of that sort occur, if the 
individual remains in the environ- 
ment of infection, until eventually 
the sum of infections, or possibly an 
unusually heavy or virulent dose, 
overcomes the balance and the pa- 
tient develops active signs or symp- 
toms of the disease. 


Knowing the nature of Immunity 


and how it occurs we can understand 
that, 
quite likely, a 
majority of 


cases of active tuberculosis of the 
lungs escape recognition, because 
the Illness happens to he slight and 
does not last more than a few weeks 
or months. 


If the laity in general had a clear- 


er understanding of the meaning 
and nature of immunity, it would1 be 
of distinct advantage to many'pa- 
tients, because 
intelligence means 


better co-operation by the patient 
and his friends and more faithful 
adherence- to the advice and instruc- 
tion! of the physician.

from Kentucky, is floor leader for 
tli s republicans.

Twenty-three cities were on that 


"100 per cent Increase" list in the 
1920 volume. Two were mentioned, 
but not listed, because their "nomi- 
nal 100 per cent" Increases were due 
to annexations and consolidations. 
However, the census bureau 
made 


some observations on the basis of 
the 25. 


The 1930 list of 29, complied from 


supervisors 
announcements, 
and 


subject to revision, offers, In com- 
parison with the 1920 list, 
some 


population trends. 


The headhner in the 1930 list, 


Dearborn, 
Mich., 
Increasing by 


1926 7 per cent, outclassed the 1920 
headliner, Hamtramck, same state, 
which had a 1,266 per cent Increase 
in 1920. Both 
are suburbs of De- 


troit, showing a 20-year spectacular 
growth in that auto-manufacturing 
center. 


LOCATION OP CITIES 


The census bureau In 1920 made 


notation that of the 25 cities which 
increased at rates greater than 200 
per cent between 
1910 and 1920, 


seventeen were In the north, six In 
the south and two in the west. 


Of the 29 thus far reporting more 


than 100 per cent Increase rates be- 
tween 1920 and 1930, seven are in 
the north, fifteen are in the eouth, 
seven are in the west. 


The new decade of rapid growth 


has been all to the glory of the big- 
ger city. Seven cities of more than 
100,000 inhabitants—Los 
Angeles, 


Houston, Oklahoma City, Hollywood, 
Long Beach, Chattanooga, and Mi- 
ami—are on the 1930 hundred per 
cent list as against two—Detroit and 
Akron—in 1920. 


The 1930 list Includes six cities 


of 50,000; 59 of 100,000 population 
as against five in 1920. The number 
of cities of between 25,000 and 60,-

Immediately after discovering the 


nature of the case, James Lyman, 
Menasha police chief notified Feder- 
al headquarters in- Milwaukee, and 
Ivan Kantscheff and Peter Whes- 
nant started an investigation late 
Thursday afternoon. 
Destruction of 


raw material and equipment began 
immediately and still is underway. 


The fire broke out in two 500 gal- 


on vats of alcohol in the process of 
cooking. 
In addition to the large 


quantities of liquor ready for ship- 
ment, 12 vats, each about 10 feet 
,ong and 10 feet deep and with a 
capacity for 10,000 gallons of mash 
each were found and the stuff pour- 
ed into the sewer. 


About a carload, estimated at 25 


tons, of corn sugar was found in 
one end of the building. As soon as 
a suitable dumping place can be 
found, workers will destroy the- raw 
material. 
Yeast, in 17 50 pound 


boxes, also was found. Other equip- 
ment. Including boilers, oil. drums, 
an oil burner and a special truck 
were found. 


The two Federal agents worked at 


the building all Thursday night, but 
expect to be relieved by other agents 
Friday.

Federal Reserve Board and 


Treasury Department Ex- 
pect Advance in Prices

Washington—(CPA)—Reduction in 


the rediscount rates by some of the 
Federal Reserve banks has aroused 
considerable controversy as to its 
effectiveness as a methood of aiding 
business. There seems to be a gen- 
eral feeling around the Federal Re- 
serve board and Treasury depart 
ment that this will prove the mos 
effective means of advancing prices 
of commodities. 


prices of commodities ar 


held responsible in many circles for 
the present business depression and 
lack of buying. It is quite natura 
that when commodities are low, con 
sumers hold off in the hope that thej 
will go lower and with the assur- 
ance that they can buy pretty much 
when and how they choose. 
The 


minute an advance starts there is 
a swing to the other side, as consum 
ers become anxious to fill their needs 
before prices advance prohibitively. 


Official opinion here was that the 


reduction which placed the 
New 


York rediscount rate on a par with 
Paris, the lowest in the world at 
present and the lowest in the his- 
tory of the Federal Reserve system, 
would stimulate buying and 
that 


this buying would in turn stimulate 
commodity prices. 
There was some 


question raised, however, as to wheth 
er a reduction by one or two banks 
even though they were very import- 
ant, would affect conditions which 
are common in other 
countries as 


well as the United States. 


The treasury is still inclined to 


regard the new rate as somewhat 
of an experiment but high officials 
express the belief '.hat the level fix- 
ed by the Xew York bank will re- 
sult in the use of a large volume of 
funds for the purchase of commodi- 
ties. It is not anticipated that def- 
inite results will be shown inside of 
the next three weeks but every indi- 
cation is being closely watched. 


TAKES S03IE TIME 


On the other side of the argument, 


some bankers assert that commodi- 
ties have been too badly battered to 
recover promptly or sharply. 
They 


assert that the mere hanging up of 
a quotation of 2* per cent jn New 
York does not mean that the consum- 
ers of the country will rush in to 
borrow funds and to buy commodi- 
ties. They say that until consumers 
are convinced that the demand from 
the general public will warrant such 
procedure, they will not buy even if 
interest rates were reduced still fur- 
ther. 
In conclusion they 
declare 


that the movement in the United 
States alone is not enough, and that 
similar movements must take place 
in London, ParU, Berlin and other 
banking centers which will induce 
territory tributary to those centers 
to move into the market for com- 
modities. 
There is a rumor circu- 


lating about the Treasury and State 
departments that international bank- 
ers are discussing this situation in- 
dividually, without regard to 
the 


Federal Reserve board and the Treas 
ury department.

quires a great deal of phosphate. 


As a cure for the weakness, Mr 


Etheridge proposed a grain ration 
containing 20 per cent or bran, mid 
dlings, cotton seed meal or oil meal 
The best time to build up the body 
of a cow, suffering from a lack of 
phosphorus, is while she is on pas 
ture. This is done with wheat bran 
which contains three pounds phos 
phoric acid in each 100 pounds. 


Various forms of bone meal are 


also rich in phosphorus, 
said the 


county agent. A good mixture to tr> 
if the cows can help themselves 13 a 
mixture of 175 pounds of steamed 
bone meal and 25 pounds of salt.

MICHIGAN FARMERS 
LAUNCH ATTACK ON 
BADGER TAX SYSTEM 


But Wisconsin Experts De 


fend Wisconsin Scheme 
Against Assault 


Madison—OP)—The "Wtccontln tax 


system, which played a part In the 
Iowa Republican primaries several 
weeks ago, Is being attacked from 
a new quarter—the Michigan State 
Farm bureau. 


The bureau points out In a series 


of articles that "If tne farmers of 
Wisconsin made a holy crusade out 
oC a demand for an Income tax on 
the promise that its enactment would 
reduce or otherwise materially affect 
the general level of taxes on farms 
they have been cruelly disillusioned 
by the final results." 


"In 1924," tho bureau said, "prop- 


erty taxes on Dane county (Wls.) 
farmers were almost three times as 
high In proportion to their Incomes 
as they were on the Incomes of city 
and 
village 
residents. 
Wisconsin 


farmers had little excuse to expect 
more out of tha law than they got." 


Dr. Harold M. Groves, professor of 


economics at the University of Wis- 
consin and George L. Leffler, state 
research associate, both of 
whom 


made an extensive study of the in- 
come tax laws, this week defended 
the Wisconsin tax system'. 


"The' main flaw in the' attack of 


the Michigan State Farm Bureau is 
hat it told only a part of the story," 
.hey said. "The taxes on Wiscon- 
sin farmers are high, it is true—sev- 
eral times as high as those on in- 
dividuals in cities—but they are ap- 
parently 50 per cent as high as those 
mposed on Michigan^ farmers. Far- 
mers throughout the United States 
at present have heavy tax burdens 
but those in Wisconsin are below' the 
United States average." 


An investigation just completed 


by the United States department of 
Agriculture showed that farm taxes 
n Michigan took 58 per cent of the 
net rent received by owners on Mich- 
gan farms. A similar investigation 
iust completed by Dr. Groves, cov- 
ering- farms in Dane county, Wis< 
onsin, shows that the ratio of tax- 
es to net farm- rents to be 29.4 per 
:ent, or just half the burden of Mich- 
gan. 


"Taxes are Increasing faster 
in 


I'lichigan than they are in Wiscon- 
in," Dr. Groves said. "From 1924 
0 1929 general property taxes col- 
ected in Wisconsin inc-eased 17.4 
er cent. The corresponding increase 
n Michigan was nearly three times 
s large or 46.1 per cent. 
In the 


ive years from 1924 to 1929 total 
axes collected from all sources have 
ncreased 30.1 per cent in Wiscon- 
in. The increase for Michigan was 
7 per cent or nearly twice as rapid. 


"The- per capita increase in taxes 


ollectecl in the last five years has 
icon $19.26. 
In 1929 the total per 


apita tax bill in 
Wisconsin was 


58.43, while Michigan had a burden 
if $69.55. 


"That Wisconsin is doing much to 
elieve the tax burden on general 
roperty is shown by the fact that its 
ax in the .last five years had aver- 
gcd just 10 per cent of that of Mich- 
Kan. The five year average is ?!,- 
53,000 in Wisconsin and $19,020,000 
1 Michigan. 


To contend that a moderate in- 


ome tax will bring the tax millen- 
um for the farmers would be fool- 
sh. To Contend that an income tax 
as nothing to offer flie farmer in 
educed taxes is 
equally 
foolish. 


There is no reason why a 
state 


hould spend more money because 
t raises its revenue from two kinds 
f taxes instead of one. If that is 
rue every dollar raised by a state 
r county from income taxes means 
ust one dollar less from property 
axes. 
The difference from the far- 


ner's point of view is that lie pays 
a large part of the property taxes 
nd someone else pays most of the in- 
ome taxes."
